WAGE WORKERS REMONSTRATE,

Governor Doyd Flooded with Peti-
tions to Veto the Newberry Bill,
Laxcorxn, Nob., March 26, —{Spocial o Toe

Baw, |-CGiovernor Boyd is dally in receipt of
potitions from all parts of the state roguost
ing him to veto the maximum frelght rate
bill, These documents represent the wishes
of Inborers, mechanies, professional mon and
merchants who have givoen the messure a
great deal of coosidevation, Those of the
workingmen give oxpression to the foar that,
if tho bilk be allowed to become a law, it will
deprive many of thely situntions, or, at least,
tend to reduce wages,

Those of the merchants are based upon the
fact that iv might tend to ruin their trade,
mspecially whien, ns is now the case, they are
in the enjoyment of better rates than they
ovoer sxperienced before,

Today the petitions were emphasized by
the appearance of several delegitions of mo-
obanics and merchants, who presented thelr
requests in porson and who also gave ex-
pression o the feolings which they entertain
on the subjleot

Ouneof the first petitions to arrive was
that from about o thousand elerks, laborers
and mechanics on the rallroad in Omaha, It
wis siened hi.' alimost avery individual from
chief clerks down to the humblest laborer in
the yarls,

A polition from the lending merchants at
Beatrice was also received.

Me. 1. L. Kimball wrote a lotter 1o Ciov-
ernor Doyd a fow days ago touching on the
subjoct, in which he says: “The injury
this bill will do the stato at large, and to its
jobbing and manufacturing points particu-
larky, I8 inealeulable. Under its provisions
the rallrond companies can only keep atloat
by curtalling every possible outlay for ex-
tensions, improvements, maintonance and
operation, T'his  means the withholding
from Nebraska of all new rallway capital,
the cutting down of wages or cutting off of
Inbor, reducing the guality and quantity of
train  service and fucilitles heretofore ven-
dered the publie, The average reduction
under this bill will be about 50 per cent for
Lhe ten clusses of froight, and if it becomes o
Inw, it does nol seem possible to me for the
Nebrasks roads to sustain themselves with-
out eutting off all distributing taviffs from
trade centors, and putunf un their interstate
rates on the products of the state, and the
most Importaut articles consumed but not
peoduced by the state,

“I beliove, under these cirenmstances, that
it is not only your duty to veto this bill, but
that vou will pe justided in the end by the
farmers themselves and by every intelligent
business man and true friond of Nobraska, "

coran, editor of the York Democrat; N.
Beotr of Ashland, ). . Meagherof €olumbus,
and a host of others who pointed out evils of
the same kind mrmd 1o In the communicas
tion of Mr. Kim

This aftarncon a delegation of fifty mer-
chants from Norfolk ealled upon the gov.
ernor. Thoy were sscorted to the zovernor's
private room,whera one of their number read
u carefully prepared request that his excel.
lepey veto the bill in guestion. The petition
was discussed and finally Governor Boyd
nrose nnd stated that this was ovidontly not
a year in which to besevere on railronds,
He had suggested in his Inaugural that rates
should be Axed on & few staples, whioh, he
thought would be satisfactory to the
}ruoplu. The Nx}.vhu\ru\' bill,  however,
1l not e prosen tod to  him,
neither had he examined it in  all
its detuils, Of course there wos a demand
for railroad legisiation, but he had been told
by men who had voted forthe bill that they
wonld not have done so nad it not been that
their constituents had insisted upon it, He
had received maoy letters from all parts of
the state ssking bim to veto the measure,
But he would not then say whut he would do
inthe proemises. He would examine the bill
first, and then do what he thought was for
the best interests of the state,

The genoticmen who .bhad circulsted the
petition stated it they hod time they could
eusily have secured hundreds of more signa-
tures, As it was, thero wins not & merchont
who had been naked for his signature who
did not cheerfully give it

A similar delegation of business men from
Fremout and & third from Blair, also ealled
upon the governor and presented petitions like
that of the Norfolk folks. Wmle these
conforences were belng held in the large
room of the governor's suite, anpther delegn-
tion walted 10 his excellency's own room.
This comprised a committee of luborars and
mechinics of the Fromont, Elkhorn & Mis-
souri Valley road south of the Platte, Thoy
nlso had a petition which was signed by be-
tween seven hundrod and eight hundred men
whose homes depended upon therr holding
the pluces and whose rotention of the lattor
depended uﬂnu tho governor's vetoing the
Newborry bill. This committes gave ox-
